The Benton forces got a bad jolt in 
Boston, where their candidate led 
gardner by only 157. 

From a political standpoint the re- 
sult of the contest for the lieutenant 
governorship is most interesting. The 
defeat of Long by Barry was a smash- 
ing defeat for the Democratic state or- 


ganization. Chairman Riley had an- 
nounced that Long was the choice of 
Lieutenant Governor Walsh, Mayor 
Fitzgerald, Secretary of State Dona- 
hue and other Democratic leaders.

Mrs. Mackay Charged With Alienat-

The news that Mrs. Catherine K. 
Blake, wife of Dr. Joseph A. Blake, 
had served a summons and complaint 
on Mrs. Clarence Mackay for $1,000,- 
000 for the alienation of the effections 
of Blake, caused a general shock 
among the wealthiest and most ex- 
Clusive New York society people. 

The friendship between the wife of 
the principal owner of one of the two 
great telegraph systems of this coun- 
try and many cable lines and Blake 
has for more than a year been the 
subject of gossip in the homes among 
whom the Mackays and the Blakes 
had their friends. Public discussion 
now is only caused by the determina- 
tion of Mrs. Blake to have an open 
adjustment of the grievance which she 
feels she has against her husband and 
Mrs. Mackay. 


REGULATIONS UNCHANGED 


Foreign Potato Quarantine Will Con- 
tinue Indefinitely 

To prevent the introduction into the 
United States of a dangerous potato 
disease the federal horticultural 
board has decided to continue indefi- 
nitely the quarantine against potato 
importations from the British Isles, 
Germany, Austria-Hungary, New- 
foundland and the two French islands 
at the mouth of the St. Lawrence 
river, St. Pierre and Miquelon. 

The London bureau of agriculture 
recently asked that this quarantine be 
raised or modified, but the horticul- 
tural board has ruled against a change 
in the regulations. 


SLAVERY IN PHILIPPINES 


Worcester’s Charges Backed Up by 
Auditor For the Islands 

Secretary Garrison-had before him a 
Philppine slavery report by W. H. 
Phipps, auditor for the islands, prac- 
tically backing up the startling charges 
of Dean Worcester. 

It cites details of many cases ot 
boys and girls sold into slavery at 
prices ranging from $60 to $100, and 
that heads of savage families sell] their 
daughters and regard the practice as a 
right.

DEATH OF MRS. DRAPER 


Wife of Ex-Governor of Massachu- 

setts Succumbs to Heart Disease 

Mrs. Eben S. Draper, wife of ex- 
Governor Draper of Massachusetts, 
died suddenly at her home at Hope- 
dale, Mass. She had been suffer- 
ing from heart disease the past year. 

Mrs. Draper was 55 years old. She 
was married to Draper in 1883. She 
was the daughter of the late General 
Benjamin H. Briscoe, who was sec- 
retary of the treasury and attorney 
general under President Grant, and 
afterward United States senator from 
Kentucky. 


MRS. LEE GRANTED DIVORCE 


Charged Husband, Who Is a Judge, 
With Extreme Cruelty 

Mrs. Mary A. Lee was granted a 
divorce at Providence from Judge T. 
Z. Lee, a local lawyer, who was her 
counsel in a winning fight when rela- 
tives strove two years ago to break 
the $2,000,000 will by which her first 
husband—Fred A. Newell—had left 
her the bulk of his fortune. Newell 
was a manufacturing jeweler of At- 
tleboro, Mass. 

In her divorce papers Mrs. Lee al- 
leged extreme cruelty.

Freeman Harvey, aged 18, was held 
without bail for the grand jury on a 
charge of murder after a hearing at 
Belfast, Me. He was accused by 
George H. Harvey witb having killed 
the latter’s son, Elmer S. Harvey. 
The two young men were cousins. 

F, W. Thayer, captain of the Har- 
vard baseball teams for three years, 
and inventor of the catcher’s mask, 
which changed the entire history of 
the national game, died suddenly of 
heart failure at his summer home 
at Cohasset, Mass. 

Governor Fletcher of Vermont an- 
nounced the appointment of George 
M. Powers of Morrisville as chief jus- 
tice to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Judge Rowell. 

T. H. Perkins & Co, stock brok- 
ers, Koston, filed a petition in bank- 
ruptcy, showing liabilities of $157,- 
508, and assets of $106,630. 

While attempting to recover his hat 
which had fallen into a cistern, Ralph 
Poullotte, aged 7, was drowned at 
Waterville, Me. 

A large barn at East Monkton, Vt., 
belonging to E. D. Lamb, was de- 
stroyed by fire, together with all its 
contents, including twenty-three 
cows. ‘The loss is $10,000. 

Robert Newson, 90 years of age, the 
died at Portsmouth, N. H. He was an 
expert skater and enjoyed the pastime 
until over 80. He is survived by a 
widow and one son, 

Two Houlton, Me., women, Edith 
Williams and Sarah Curtis, pleaded 
guilty in the federal court at Portland 
to a charge of smuggling liquors across 
the Canadian border. Their cases 
were continued until the next term of 
court. 

Three seamen of the United States 
torpedo boat destroyer McCall were 
drowned off Bridgeport when the tug 
Seaboard ran down the McCall’s cut- 
ter. 

Major General Nelson A. Miles, U. 
8. A.,retired, announced his candidacy 
for the Republican nomination for con- 
gress in the Third Massachusetts con- 
gressional district. 

Rt. Rev. Mer. William P. Mc- 
Quaid, for twenty-six years pastor of 
St. James’ Roman Catholic church, 
Boston, and a priest for forty-three 
years, died from a complication of 
diseases. 

The village hotel, general store an@ 
postoffice, a residence and_ several 
barns and sheds at East Berkshire, 
Vt., were destroyed by a fire of une 
known origin.

ENSURE FOR 
DIRECTORATE 


In Commerce Commission's Re- 
port.on Raliroad Wreck 


ARE “MAGICIANS” IN FINANCE 


Buggestion That More Consideration 
Be Paid to Safety on New Haven 
Road—Discipline Weak and Ineffect- 
ive—Disobedience of Rules Caused 
Wallingford Wreck 


Censuring the directorate of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroad fro the Wallingford, Conn., 
wreck on Sept. 2, in which twenty- 
one persons lost their lives, the in- 
terstate commerce commission issued 
a ful! report of the investigation of the 
accident. 

The report holds that the directorate 
“should feel themselves called upon to 
turn from the consideration of the 
financial questions in which the road 
Ils involved and give their considera- 
tion to the questions of safety.” 

The commission calls attention to 
the large number of wrecks which 
have taken place on the New Haven 
and virtually places responsibility for 
these accidents and the resultant loss 
of life upon the directorate of the 
road, whom it refers to as “magicians 
in the art of finance and wizards in 
the construction, operation and con- 
solidation of great systems of rail- 
roads.” 

The report further calls attention 
to the fact that “no intelligent system 
was devised by which to ascertain 
when the rules were disobeyed.” 

It is also charged that rules were 
violated many times and that only 
small portions of these violations 
were reported to the officials of the 
company. 

“Discipline was weak and ineffect- 
ive,” reads the report, “certainly @ 
fault of the management. Rules were 
inefficient and the fault of the higher 
Officials. Rules were inadequately 
enforced, the blame for which must 
be charged to the officials. 

“This government has the power, 
if this railroad will not itself exer- 
cise its own authority, to compel the 
safeguarding of traffic over this line.” 

The direct and proximate cause of 
this disaster, says the report, was the 
failure of those members of these 
train crews to obey rules to exercise 
the degree of care under the circum- 
stances which was commensurate with 
grave responsibility resting upon them 
at that time. 

“Man failure in this case,” says 
Commissioner McChord, who pre- 
pared the report after an exhaustive 
personal investigation of the accident, 
“began high up in official authority, 
and it was not an unnatural sequence 
that it reached down to those in posi- 
tions lower in official rank, but still 
weighted with great responsibility. 

“Reference to the management of 
this railroad has no application to the 
new president. Presumably he was 
selected because of his fitness as a 
railroad manager. It is to be hoped 
that he may be permitted to devote 
himself primarily to the problems of 
safety of operation which plus railroad 
management is now under the highest 
compulsion of duty and humanity 
properly to solve.” 

New Haven’s “Other Expenses” 

The confession of the New Haven 
railroad that it spent $337,469.71 
from Dec. 1, 1912, to June 30, of 
this year, In payments to newspaper 
men, publicists, mewspapers and 
magazines and to lawyers for work not 
covered by their usual legal fees, is 
the chief topic of discussion at the 
Massachusetts state house. 

Frederick J. Macleod, chairman of 
the public service commission, took 
official cognizance of the inference 
drawn from a payment to him of $700, 
and at the $67,000,000 bond hearing 
stated that the money was paid him as 
@ member of the Springfield riverfront 
commission, created by the legisla- 
ture, which stated in its act that the 
members of the commission should be 
paid by the railroads involved in the 
dispute which the commission settled. 

The commission wants to know how 
the road spent $337,469.71 casually 
listed on the financial statement as 
“other expenses.”

Andover’s vote at the primaries 
held on Tuesday was very light, the 
total number of ballots cast being as 
follows: Republican 192, Democratic 
333, and Progressive 19, a total of 544, 
as against 336 last year. The com- 
paratively large Democratic vote was 
called out by the contest over the 
town committee, while interest in the 
Progressive ticket was far from keen. 

Everett C. Benton had a majority 
over A. P. Gardner of 32 votes for 
the Republican nomination for gov- 
ernor.

A Round About Paper 


The newspapers which’ are full of 
what an old friend of mine in Scot- 
land called “grand accidents and 
offenses,” are good reading for 
those who like to read about mur- 
ders, forgeries, divorces and deviltry. 
Sulzer, Williams, Schmidt and Thaw 
are a brilliant quartet and their mu- 
sic just means that education with- 
cut common sense and the thing we 
used to cal] the grace of God is apt 
to put the world out of tune 

The funny thing about Thaw is 
that he seems to have more sense 
than any of the men who have cap- 
tured him. We leave these four men 
as the ghost told Hamlet to do with 
his mother: 

“Leave her to heaven, 

And to those thorns that in her 

bosom lodge, 

To prick and sting her.” 


Two clergymen are leaving Ando- 
ver this fall, both oond men. Oliver 
Goldsmith. the Irish poet, in “The 
Deserted Village” speaks of a clergy- 
man who “was to all the country 
dear, and passing rich on forty 
pounds a year.” Of Dr. Palmer and 
Mr. Shipman we may put the couplet 
thus: 

Two men they are to all Ando- 

ver dear, 

And leave a richer legacy than 

gear. (wealth) 

Another poet says, “Tis only 
noble to be good,” and the nobility 
of both of these men consists in 
their love for mankind and their de- 
sire to do good. They have both 
spent twenty years going out and in 
among us and by their cheery Chris- 
tian example have been a power for 
zood. We wish them well in their 
new spheres of action and Andover 
is only honoring herself by honoring 
these two worthy men. 


When the Underwood bill is 
signed by the president and a copy 
of the bill in my hands I may give 
my opinion as to its merits or de- 
merits.

‘do not materialize on closer inspec- | 
tion. The manufacturing interests of 
Europe are not in a position to raise 
prices. Business is distinctly at ebb 
tide in Germany and Austria and 
business conditions in France are ‘not 
up to the mark. Only in free trade 
England, and I am not a free trader, 
is there evidence of business pros- 
perity.’ 

“Mr. Filene declared that the 
strengthening of the International 
Chamber of Commerce is attracting 
attention abroad and is looked upon 
as an important factor in reducing 
the cost of living by influencing 
governments to abolish retaliatory 
tariffs and reduce armaments. _ 

“‘America is not alone in feeling 
the effect of high prices,’ he said, | 
‘as the same condition exists every- 
where. Radicals are coming to the 
fore in foreign governments. In 
Germany the Socialists and Liberals 
are in control of the Reichstag and 
in almost every government the 
power of the radicals is steadily in- 
creasing.’”

But Carston 
and all the men of Ulster cannot 
stop the British Parliament from 
legally enforcing a law passed by the 
majority of the House of Commons 
and signed by King George.

Register Atherton Talks 


Register of Probate Horace HI. 
Atherton, Jr., spoke before the Men’s 
club of the South church on Friday 
evening and delivered what proved to 


be an exceedingly interesting informal | 


talk about the important functions of 
that judicial tribunal which deals with 
so many of the sacred affairs of life. 

Register Atherton said that the Pro- 


bate Court was one of the most 1m- | 


portant parts of our somewhat com- 
plicated system of jurisprudence be- 
cause it dealt with wills, estates of 
the dead. guardianships for insane 
people, minors and others, changed 
people’s names, and adjudicated cer- 
tain domestic relations between man 
and wife. He explained the law of 
descent in Massachusetts, told about 
dower and curtesy, and explained the 
rights of husbands and wives in the 
estate of the other, and quoted a num- 
ber of humorous wills on file in Essex 
county and elsewhere. 

The will of an old western farmer, 
supposedly rich, but dying poor was 
quoted. It read: “I leave the earth 
and that is all I do leave. My rela- 
tions have always wanted that, and 
row, by gravy. they can have it.” 

Register Atherton quoted the will 
of Zebadiah Abbott, yeoman, of An- 
Cover, who died in 1767. It was ex- 
ceedingly interesting to his hearers, 
being a local will of importance in 
those days. 

The speaker said that the Probate 
Court had had only three Judges and 
three elective Registers in over 50 
years.
